In the last leaflet some information was promised as to 
what the Nations of the world have done with silver since the 
so-called "crime" of 1873 and the corresponding "crimes" of 
other Nations, "it is well known that many of the Nations 
ceased the free and unlimited coinage of silver about the same 
time that the United States did. Among these were Ger- 
many, Belgium, Holland, Norway, Sweden, France, Spain, 
Italy, Switzerland and Austro- Hungary. Yet all these coun- 
tries continued to coin silver on Government account just as 
the United States has done, and even more freely than they 
had done before. 

The result is that there is more than double the amount 
of silver money in the world today than there was in 1873. 
Preston, the Director of the Mint, shows that the silver money 
of the world in 1873 amounted to only $1,817,000,000, while 
today it amounts to $4,070,500,000, of which $3,440,700,000 
is a full legal tender. 

Thus it will be seen that the silver money ol the world 
has not only more than doubled since the "crime of 1873," DUt 
has increased at the average rate of $95,000,000 a year since 
that time. The report of the Director of the Mint also shows 
that the world's coinage of silver in the last three years has 
been $406,565,815, or an average of $1 35,534,938 per annum, 
thus showing that the \\f>r\d is even now coining more silver 
than ever before. Here are the figures side by side: 

Silver money in the world in 1873 $1,867,000,000

To Me Should France Surrender 
Me to England, 



Writes Patrick J. Tynan to the 
American Ambassador at Paris. 



Bustl* Notifies th* Authorities That Tynan 
la an American Cltlaaa-Tynau Kle.lgi 
III, Donor That He Has No* Taken 
Pari la Any Political Affair*. 

Pabis, Sept. 23.— The fact that Pat- 
rick J. Tynan, the alleged dynamite 
conspirator, who wa* arrested at Bou- 
logne-sur-mcr, had appealed to Mr. 
Euatia, the American ambassador to 
France, and to President Cleveland, 
demanding protection aa an Americai 
cltixen, waa announced In the dis 
patches of the United Associated 
Presses on Tuesday last hut at that 
time the contents of hia letter i 
not known. It is now learned thi 
his letter to Mr. Euatia, Tynan 
forms him o( tho fact of his arrival in 
the United Mate* in March, 1883, and 
his naturalization papers in 18S& 

He gives his place of residence in 
New York, enumerate* the members ( * 
his family and refers to Judge Fitzgei 
aid. Recorder Goff and Judge Ilogcr J 
Pryor as his friends. 

He adds that he left New York with 
the object of making a European tour, 
but learning that he waa being shad 
owed by English detectives, he trav- 
eled under an assumed name. In the 
course of his travels he went to Italy, 
Belgium and Franco, It waa his inten- 
tion to return to New York on Septem- 
ber 2a 

Tynan pledges his honor that ho has 
not taken part in any political affair 
in France and that he has done 
nothing beyond the ordinary sightaet 
ing of a tourist 

He appeals to Mr. Eustls to use hi 
Influence to prevent his surrender to 
the British authorities, for he says to 
hand him over to the British govern- 
ment would certainly mean death for 
him. He recalls tho help given by 
Irishmen to France at Fontenoy. 
conclusion he states that if Mr. Eustis 
will graciously urge his requeat for 
release upon the French government 
and if France will kindly permit him 
' > depart for his hoou?, both will re- 
vive the thanks of millions of Irish- 
en throughout the globe. 
The letter is dated September 15, but 
lr. Eustls did not receive it until Mon- 
day.

TRIPL E TRA GEDY. 

Char I ps rrelffer Kills HI* Wife and Dabv 
and Then Hang* Himself. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 23.— Tues- 
day morning a neighbor called at the 
home of Charles Pfeiffer, in Bright- 
wood, a quiet little suburb of this city, 
and was horrified to find the dead 
hoiU- of Pfeiffer hangiug from the 
transom leading to the dining room. 
Further investigation revealed the 
bloody corpses of Willie, the 
two-months old babe, and Mrs 
Jennie Pfeiffer. hia wife. The 
body of the former v^aa lying in its 
carriuge and one tiny hand still clasped 
the bottle from which it had drawn 
nourishment. Its throat was cut from 
ear to ear. The body of the wife was 
found stretched upon a bed with the 
head almost severed from the body. 
The couple were married aboh^ 
year ago, and had lived' 
happily. They were at the home 
Mra. Pfeiffer's parents Monday 
night and left there about eight 
>'clock going to their own home across 
the street. Ihis was the last time 
they were seen alive and indications 
point to the fact that Pfeiffer commit- 
ted the crime almost immediately after 
they had retired. He took a razor 
from a bureau drawer, gashed his wife 
A child, then drew on his trousers, 
nt into the back yard, cut six feet 
of rope from a clothes line, and, re- 
urn Ing to the house, disposed of him- 
»lf. 

Only one motive can be assigned for 
the horrible deed, and Coroner Casto is 
of the belief that it la the correct ex- 
planation. He assigns It to temporary 
dty, produced auddenly and in a 
peculiar and unusual manner, not un- 
however, to medical science.
